7. Undersigned Counsel waited until the Patent and Trademark Office issued Patent Appln. Ser. 
No. 10/791,128 filed March 2, 2004 as U.S. Patent No. 7,369,656 on May 6, 2008 in order to 
simplify the preparation of the present petition to correct inventors. 

8. Any delay after May 6, 2008 until the filing of this Petition to Correct Inventors was due to 
a change in law firms by the undersigned counsel for A.G. Findings & Mfg. Co., Inc. Hundreds of 
notification letters were prepared and sent to clients of the undersigned counsel and significant time 
was spent on administrative matters during April and May, 2008 and until the filing of this Petition.
